Tendon, Feb. 2.-— With every cor- 

I cumstsiH-e of splendid pomp befitting 
the obsequies of so mighty and well 
beloved u monarch, all that is mortal 
of Queen Victoria has been borne 
through the streets of the capital nnd 
started towards the ancient fortress 
palace of the sovereigns of F.nglnnd. 
The solemn inaguni licence of Friday's 
o]M-ning phase of these last rites was 
duly maintained. Perha|m the stately 
grandeur of the sorrowful |ukgeant 
through the swarming streets of I-on- 
ilon. with hundreds of thousands of 
mourners forming a black border to 
the route, w ill never he surpassed. 

An Absence »f lllm-k. 

There was in Victoria’s funeral pro- 
cession an alisence of that black cere- 
monial generally connected with the 

final progress to the gmve. 

The coffin was drawn by cream col- 
ored horses. The pall was white, and 
thn uniforms of the troop* and the 
gold trapping* of the foreign nor- 
ercign*. princes and representatives 
forming n glittering medley, rave bril- 
liant coloring to the scene. The chief 
mourner himself, with his field mar- 
shal's uniform, even though this waa 
partially hhlden by his overcoat, sur- 
rounded hy bin corps, helped to leaven 
thn symljols of moruing marking the 
route. 

Mm»r Dlstl*aalah*g Woarners. 

Never in English history has a no:- 

e reign lawn borne to the grave at- 
tended by so many distinguished 
mourner*. The gathering of ciuwned 
heads surpassed those who rode in the 
Jubilee procession. All the great offi- 
cers of state participated. 

The display of the naval and mili- 
tary forces reached the greut total 
of .14, t Mi men. 

At Victoria Station. 

The scene at Victoria station from [ 
<-ai ly morning was most brilliant and | 
impresidre. Vor the day's oeremonv 
the station was transformed into an 
immense rc'-eption hall. All traius 
were stopped before nine o’clock, nnd 
the long platforms were covered with 
purple cloth. On another plutform, 
facing that at vvhicji the queen’s 
train was to arrive, guards of liouor, 
composed of blue jackets, and grena- 
dier guards, wera drawn up. The 
broad roodway se|>urating ths two 
was swept clean and sanded, anil a 
number of little purple-covered plat- 
forms, from which members of the 
royal party were expected to mount 
their horses, were placed at interval* 
at the side and centers. 

I.lke n Scene at a l.evee. 

At ten o’clock an army of grooms 
with the horses arrived, and thence- 

forth distinguished military and for- 
eign royalties in dazzling uniforms 
came in quick succession. The lord 
chamberlain anti bis officials, barc- 
h <-ad --id, with th'-ir white wands of of- 
fice, received the most distinguished 
personages nnd conducted them to a 
little pavilion, erected on the plat- 
form. The whole station, by that 
time, resembled the scene at a levee, 
yttld Marshal Karl Huberts. 

The commander-in-chief of the 
force*. Field Marshal Earl Roberta, on 
a beautiful, spirited brown mare, car- 
rying his held inan-hal’s baton, at this 
juncture trotted Into the station and 
becair- the center of interest. He 
was soon followed by the carl mar- 
shal, the duke of Norfolk and many 
of th<- most distinguished British o;B- 
cers.

The committee on Judiciary 
reported favorably the bill dividing the 
atate of Kentucky into two Judicial dis- 
tricts... In the house the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill was passed and a bill waa 
introduced Increasing the limit of cost of 
public building* In various parts of the 
country. It carries about $1. 600.000. Tha 
committee on pensions recommended an in- 
crease from 130 io 160 per month In the pen- 
sion of the widow of Rear Admiral Philip, 
one of the captains in tha battle off San- 
tiago. 

The senate on the Slst ult. adopted the 
conference report on the army reorganiza- 
tion bill, and the bill now goes to the presi- 
dent for his signature. The shipping bill 
wax further discussed ...The house passed 
th* fortifications appropriation bill and 
made fair progress with the post office ap- 
propriation bill. A bill was introduced pro- 
viding that In presidential and congression- 
al elections bribe givers or offerers of bribes 
®n conviction shall be subject to fine*, Im- 
prisonment and disfranchisement. A bill 
was favorably reported allowing Alaska a 
delegate in the house.

The preacher la one of the moat 
eUs|uent and earncat of the clergy- 
men who use their best endeavor* in 
thla city to increase their chtirch 
mrintierahip and enhance the general 
morality of the community. He re- 
peated hia question again nnd ugnin, 
and then announced that nn efTort 
would be made at the next Thursday 
evening prayer meeting to start a re- 
vival. 

On the following Monday morning 
there was a preachers' meeting aud 
our enthusiastic clergyman declared 
that. If the ax* preachers In this city 
were Imbued with the true spirit they 
could start a fire which would burn 
out all evil in our midst; nnd he cited 
the Pentecostal work of the twelve 
apostles, who were so successful aa 
soul winner*. 

The other preachers were not 
awakened by his real. They were 
more conservative nnd did not believe 
that such a revival as waa desired 
mold Im* brought about. One of the 
elders said: "This is a peculiar city 

for revival work. It is an Intellectual 
eenter. especially when congress la 
in session, nnd these Intellectual men 
are all extremely conservative alvout 
religion. The majority of them do 
not believe In revival* anyway, but 
regard them aa |>erlo<'a of nervous 
excitement rather than period# of 
■oiila saving." 

"Nevertheless their souls ran be 
saved," persisted the worker for a 
revival, “and for one I am going to 
Insist upon an effort." . 

The old ylder said: “There haa 

been no revival here since 187®. when 
Hammond, the evangellat, aroused 
the District of Columbia nnd accom- 
plished a great deal of good, some 
evidence., of which still remain appar- 
ent to those of us who knew- of the 
steady and perfect conversions of that 
time, but where are you going to get 
your Hammond? When will there 
come another?" 

Well, the revival will be attempted, 
anyway. There is determination in 
the manner and voice of the prench- 
er; a kind of determination which al- 
ways pr«*dur»s results, hut not always 
such great result* a* nre desired. 
One of the veteran member* of hi* 
ehnreh to-day said: "I .halt try to 

stand by the pastor nnd do all that 
I can. Just a* I havs done in all re- 
vival efforts for more than 40 years, 
ltut religion Is not now what It was 
Even the religion of Wekley is not 
what it once was. 

“In the old day* every member of 
the church considered it his duty to 
*< ck converts nnd point out the way 
of salvation. N<x stranger could come 
Into the church without having his 
hand clasped and listening to some 
words of welcome. Nowuday* it la 
different. People are dignitiedly es- 
rorted to seats, but dignity exceeds 
cordiality. 

“When I was a young church work- 
er, 40 years ago, ever j body took part 



P'jt the young people who now be- 
long to our churches do not know 
the hymns; and when they grow u| 
there will l»c no ‘old hymns' for them, 
because the choirs are taking all ot 
the church music out of their inouthi 
and out of their heurta. 

“I was a clerk in a store here when 
I got religion, and I simply went to 
work like the men who were old men 
then, nnd I began talking my reli- 
gion to all of the young men about 
me, asking and begging them to come 
to church with me, 1 could aing, and 
I induced a number of young men 
to come with me and join in the 
singing. Very soon they were sing- 
ing the songs of Zion aa earnestly ax 
I waa.

In the singing, but to-day the choir 
does it all, or most of it. Th'* pustors 
used to call ou old men anu women 
to lead in prayer in the churches. 
Hut the modern pastors do all of the 
pruying, and they pray too long. 
W’heu members were called ou to 
help out they felt that they were fac- 
tors in the work; and, feeling the re- 
sponsibility, they sought convert* un- 
der all circumstance*.

era* licenses to young men, unless 
they could sing, as well us exhort. 
It is true that Washingtou hu* al- 
ways been a chilly place for revival- 
ists. We could get up big revivals 
in Baltimore, or liugerstown, or even 
at Harper's Ferry, in the old days, 
but Wushingtou was cold aud unre- 
sponsive. We could get up tremen- 
dous revivals at Hladensburg, where 
statesmen would come from Wash- 
ington to tight duels and kill each 
other." 

"1*he religious newspapers and the 
secular papers show that great re- 
vivals are being held in other citie.s." 
sa\a the enthusiastic preacher, “and 
I shall make the effort in spite of all 
discouragemevita from within and 
without the church." 

That a 8 inday school can be built 
up in this city has been demonstrat- 
ed, and that is ample reason for be- 
lieving that a church or churches 
may be built up here. About six 
years ago I*. II. Hristow, a clerk in 
a large store, was made superintend- 
ent of one of our Sunday schools 
which had a membership of ubout 
300. Inside of two year* the member- 
ship of that school wan upwards of 
2.000. Mr. Hristow devoted his ener- 
gies to the work, just as this preachy 
er intends to devote himself to his 
work. There was no half-heartedness 
in it. He enlisted every man and 
woman of the church into his Sunday 
school picket brigade. He demanded 
thnt cuot- one snould send a child of 
hia own, or some neighbor's. He 
was u good singer, and he developed 
all of the power there is in sacred 
music to aid in the work. Therefor* 
he succeeded. 

One of the most successful teach- 
ers in Sunday school work here says: 
“The reul reason why revivals nre so 
difficult to start and maintain is that 
the church member* themselves need 
religion and true conversion. They 
nre all good people, but they are all 
selflshly trying to live correct lives, 
and save their own souls. In that 
frame of mind they do not seem to 
care about saving the souls of oth- 
ers. No general could win battles if 
hia soldiers were simply trying to 
save their own lives, instead of go- 
ing forward with him. It seem# to 
me that no preacher can produce a 
revival unless he can revive hia own 
church before he tries to revive sin- 
ners. No preacher can do it all alone, 
but must have his congregation 
aroused to a pitch of bis own en- 
thusiasm." 

That seems to cover the case rather 
succinctly, not only for Washington, 
but for ail communities. The religion 
of love is a religion of unael Ash ness. 
Men urn! women who are trying to 
save their own souls may inisa the 
mark, because their best lives can 
be but philosophic lives, like the per- 
fect livings of intellectual and moral 
Buddhist* and Brahmins or Moham- 
medans. 

“1 want no notoriety over thi* 
work," saya the preacher. "I want 
to assume that ull of the other 
preacher* are a e sincere and earnest 
for the salvation of souls as myself. 
I do not want to be singled out as 
doing any more than a sacred duty. 
1 want to be able to ask the other 
preachers to send aa many people to 
the revivnl meetings as they can; *o 
that there shall be no rivalries and 
jeulousies. 1 hope that within a week 
or ten daya some of these preachers 
will come with me and take part in 
the exhortations from tuy pulpit. 
Therefore 1 do not want any notorie- 
ty, lest some of them might suppose 
that I waa magnifying myaelf, when 
my whole endeavor ia to magnify the 
Cross and hold it aloft, so that all 
may nee it." 

True worshiper* everywhere, those 
who believe In old-time revival* of 
religion because of the necessity of 
saving soul# from perdition will be 
interested in thla earnest effort, and 
they will be told the result in due 
seusou. SMITH D. FRY.
